Chinese Lines Intact 


In the present Shantung battle the 
Japnnese were employing encircle- 
ment tactles with the Chincse in the 
centre extending {rom Yihsien 
through Pihsien and Tancheng down 
aouth ta Yenchen, Pengpu and Hwal- 
yuan, and southward to Hsuchow. 


Chincse reinforeements .nnd sup- 
plies were free to reach any polnt 
within the enelrclement as ‘com- 
munieatlons behind the Chinese lines 
were intact. The Chinese forces had 
recelved heavy reinforcements, en- 
abling, them to breale the Japanese 
cordan “dt ‘any point they . choose. 
The Japanese troops in South Shan- 
dung were completely exhnusted. 


The recent unsuccessful Jopancse 
attacks showed that the Jnpancsc 
attacking strength was practically 
spent.

For this curry you should

Manila Ready 
For Quakes 


By Don Dillon 
United Press Staff Correspondent 


Manila, Apr. 26. 
[VANILA must prepare 


for another in a series 
of destructive earthquakes 
that haye killed and injured 
thousands of persons here 
in the past three centuries, 
warns Edward R. Hyde, 
dean of the University of 
the Philippines’ College of 
Engineering. 

Hyde is one of a committee of 
five men ¢ppointed by President 
Manuel L. Quezon to recommend 
ways to avoid periodic heavy 
damage and loss of life in the 
Philippine Islands, which lie in 
one. of ‘the world’s ‘greatest 
earthquake belts. . 

MANY BIG SHAKES 


Since 1699, .the Philippines has felt 
64 carthquakes of intensity six or 
greatcr in the Rossi-Forel scale. Nine 
of them have been of intensity ten, 
the highest on the scale and of ex- 
tremely .- destructive proportions. 
There. pave been thousands of shocks 
of intensity one, which only ex- 
pericnced observers can feel. 


Greatest of all was the Earthquake 
of St. Andrews, in 1645. About 600 
persons were killed and 3,000 injured 
tn Manila alone, One chronicler re- 
corded ‘that in provincial urens 


"whole native villages, disappeared, 


being either-buried by landslides or 
sunic under water." The quake 


occurred on St. Andrew's day, 
November 30. 


EASILY RAZED 


Many buildings in older sections 
of Manila, Hyde pointed out, would 
be more easily destroyed by a great 
earthquake now than a century or 
two ago. 


Hyde's committee has drawn a 
construction code designed to make 
practically all buildings in the 


fn | archipelago of the -earthquake-resls- 


tant type within 50 years ofter the 
code’s approval, 


The code calls for a ban on build- 
ings exceeding 30 meters in height 
and a graduated scale for the size of 
smaller’ buildings according to the 
number of occupants. It secks com- 
pulsory improvement in all types of 
construction, as well os greater 
protection against flre hazards includ~ 
ing construction of carthquaoke- 
resistant water mains. 


BUILDINGS CAUSE DEATH 


“An carthquake . in itself is not 
dangerous to human beings,"" Hyde 
said, “If a person were In a vacant 
field during en carthquake he would 


suffer no greater damage than perhaps] 


being thrown to the ground. The 
loss of Iife-is due to the collapse of 
badly constructed::buildings. 

“The damage caused by ecorth- 
quakes is duc to the back-and-forth 
horizontal motion of the ground, 
which has been described as similar 
to that of the skin of a horse when 
ho shakes off a fly.”

DANGER OF NEW 
COUP 


Czecho-Slovakia, for 18 years 
one of the danger spots of Cen- 
tral Europe, is again seething, 
political feelings running high, 
and presenting a renewed threat 
to the peace of the Western 
World. The German minority 
party, an ever-present and in- 
creasingly refractory element in 
the political life of the country 
since the late Dr. Thomas 
Masaryk and Dr. Rduard Benes 
drew up their historic document 
in 1918 which guaranteed 
autonomy to the Slovaks and 
bound the Czechs and Slovaks 
in a common State, has mani- 
festly grown bolder since Herr 
Hitler's fait accompli in Aus- 
tria. Therefore Herr Konrad 
Henlcin's somewhat belligdrent 
utterances last week cannot be 
dismissed as the cries of a 
political fanatic. His words too 
nearly echo the speeches of 
Herr Hitler prior to the 
coup d'etat in Austria, and the 
fact that Herr Henlecin’s utter- 
ances have produced no, renun- 
ciation from Berlin, but rather 
encouragement, hint inspiration 
from the Wilhelmstrasse. 


France is nervous, as well she 
might be. Bound by treaty 
to preserve Czecho-Slovakia's 
status quo, France senses in the 
Austrian anschlusa preliminary 
steps towird German absorp- 
tion of at least part of Czecho- 
Slovakia. It is obvious that 
Germany could never achieve n 
bloodless putsch in Czecho- 
Slovakia as she did in Austria. 
It would need to- be . a 
coup de force, und any such‘ 
violation. of the integrity of 
Cze Slovakia would demand 
that France—and probably 
Russia—adopt protective mea- 
sures on behalf of her ally, 
which’ mienns war.

In a furious counter-attack yester- 
day Chinese  recapturcd Lienfang- 
shan, north of Pthsien, which fell into 
Japanese hands on April 24 after a 
regiment of Chinese troops had made 
n herole stand to the last mdn, With 
the recapture of this strategic point 
the contact of the Japanese at Pihsien 
with tbelr rear bas been severed, 
Hupishan, a point in the nefghbour- 
hood, which = hus changed hands 
several timés, was finally recovered 
by the Chinese. The Japanese left 
on the fleld some 300 dead. 

The heaviest toll exacted from the 
Japanese yesterday was at Nikow, 
north-west of Taierchwang. The 
Japanese launched three determined 
onsloughts in an effort to break 
through the Chinese Jines there and 
then push toward Taierchwang, but 
all attacks were hurled back, Nine 
hundred Japanese soldiers were slain, 

The situation at Lunchengtien wos 
extremely critical on the morning of 
April 27 «when 1,000 Japanese 
intantrymen rushed the Chinese lines 
under a heavy barrage. and smoke- 
xcreens, Over 1,000 shells were fired 
nt the Chinese’ positions, heavily 
‘damaging the defence works.. 

Part of the. Japanese: attackers 
broke through the Chinese dines. 
Stubbornly resisting, the Chinesc 
jumped out from their {renches and 
cover and challenged them ina 
hand-to-hand = fight. «After two 
hours the Japanese were finally 
repulsed with heavy lessees: - 
Central Neus.

From the debris of Taierchwang to-day, I saw 
Chinese soldiers erecting new defence works, while armed 
sentinels stood at the city wall watching the Japanese 
shells bursting 1,000 yards and more away, writes a 
United Press correspondent. 

Taierchwang is preparing for another siege. 

The rough,-large, toothy, grizzly bear-like General 
Sun Lien-chung told me: “We will give them a welcome.” 

Meanwhile the whole line is comparatively quiet, with 
occasional artillery bursts, which have wounded a few 
and killéd a Chinese 'brigadier-general. ; 

Indications point to the fact that a very large 
Japanese force will strike at Peihsien and-attempt to cut 
the Lunghai railway, after which the Japanese will again 
attack Taierchwang. 


Two new Japanese divisions are 
irclving, making. the total enemy 
strength almost 100,000, and = bring- 
ing the odds down to about three to 


one, the Chinese commanders state. 

Following yesterday's severe Lung- 
hai railway raids, 32 Jupanese planes 
this morning battered Hsuchow cast 
und north stations, causing casualties 
of ubout 200.

A broad outline of the preparations being made for 
feeding the nation in time of war is given in a report 
issued by the Foud Defence Plans’ Department of the 
Board of Trade. The report points out that to. ensure 
that all types of consumer in all parts of the country will 
‘be able to buy the food they require in a major emer- 
gency, it is essential food control, comprising organisation 
of supplies, and regulations of consumers’ demands, should 
be imposed immediately after the outbreak: of hostilities. 
And if this is to be done, plans must. be made well in 
advance, _

HK. Doctor 
Passes Away 


Served With British 
And Chinese Armies 


Known for his many contributions 
to charity, and for his medical work 
on behalf of the poor of Hongkong, 
Dr, Ho Sai-chuen, one of tne most 
prominent of the Colony's Chinese 
surgeons and medical practitioners, 
aled carly this morning. 

Death took place in the. French 
Hospital, where Dr, Ho was admitted 
following an haemorrhage. . 

Dr. Ho Sai-chuen was a son of th: 
Inte Ho Fook, and was educated in 
Great ' Britain. He completed his 
medical course in England during the 
Great War, and Immediately volun- 
teered for service with the ‘Medicni 
Corps, with whom he served in Eng- 
Ton and in France until the Armis- 

ce. ve 

Soon after the Great War ended 
Dr. Ho. returned :to. Hongkong, and 
set, up practice here, . ‘ 

His, consulting rooms soon became 
crowded particularly with poor 
‘people,- few paying fees for the) 
services rendered by the great 
humanitarian.

To achieve «these ends detailed 
plans ‘are being worked out before- 
hand, both for obtaining foodstuils 
and for reguiating their distribution 
to consumers. 

Fyrom the consumer's standpoint 
food control has three aspects in 
which he is vitally concerned—the 
guarantee of regular suppiics, limlta- 
tlon of prices and profite, and 
equality of sacrifice in the event of 
shortage, The Department's plans 
are being prepared along Iines 
which would enable them: to’ come 
Jnta operation without delay on the 
outbreale of war, sv a3 to prevent any 
temporary or local shortage of food, 
to regulate the price of alt important 
food products, und to prevent forma- 
tion of food queues, The Food 
Controller would arrange without 
delay for the purchase of foodstuffs 
overseas, and would appoint a Dircc-, 
tor of Supplies and an expert com- 
mittee to manoge the purchases of 
each commodity™or group of com- 
moditles. :

On his tour in Europe Prince 
Hirohito was especially desirous 
that all members of the crew of the 
battleship Katori recelve the best of 
treatment. He enjoyed talking with 
the sailors and watched — their. 


ames. 

Hirohiteo was Regent at the time 
of the great carthquake in 1923, 
He called high offictals to the palace 
and instructed them to take im- 
mediate and effective measures to 
ease the sufferings of the people. 
He toured the rulned sections of the 
city and inquired about the welfare 
of his subjects. 

During ‘the last illness of the 
Emperor Taisho, his father, the 
Prince Regent remained so steadily 
at the bedalde that the whole nation’ 
feared for his health. 

‘Of the busy but ‘well ordered Hfe 
of the Emperor, Count Yoshinori 
Futara wrote: :

sOPuE Emperor gocs through ‘a 
strict routine every day. Ho 
Is up at six In the morning,, and, 
immediately after his toilet, enters 
the Gyohai-no-ma, or Chamber 
for Prayer, where, with the Em- 
press, he prays to the Ise Shrine 
and then’ to the mausoleum of his 
father, This completed, he par- 
takes of his breakfast. His majesty 
then . goes through the morning 
newspapers. He reads not only 
Japanese news but earefully: follows 
foretgn dispatches, and-many.a time 
has called upon his advisors for 
explanations of certain points. He 
pays a great deal of attention to 
internatlonol offairs. He reads not 
only the papers published in Japan, 
but those from Korea, Formosa, 
Saghalicn, Manchuria, Europe and 
America are to be found on his desk 
as well. After this he attends to 
affairs of state. 

“On Wednesday he attends the 
Privy Counctl. On other days he 
gives audiences to foreign ambns- 
sadors and to Japanese officials, 
both clvil and military, who are 
going abroad or who have just re- 
turned home, At noon he takes his 
midday meal, following which there 
nre more state affairs to attend to. 
This is varied by moro audiences, 
by reading and by exercise. There 
are times when-he—takes lunch or 
dinner with some of the higher 
officals or members of the diplomatic 
corps, At such times he pays great 
attention to ‘what they have to say 
on the affairs of which they are in 
charge. 

“The Emperor is widely read, 
but he takes an especiol interest 
in books dealing with geography and 
history. He -has always taken a 
Itcen interest in zoology and botany 
and often has spectalists in those 
lines come to answer questions 
which he propounds. 48m 

“Stig majesty has fixed views re+ 
garding exercise. While Crown 
Prince he once told Count Makino 
that he considered golf and tennis 
superior to. other sports.
